By rnes added th at Sullivan’s places were well 
known locally , and h e wanted To advertise to 
all th e th ieves in th e country th at h e was ready 
to furnish th em a h eadquarters and rendez­ 
vous during th e celebration. 
Is th ere any difference between th is Sulli­ 
van and any one of h is gang of th ieves of 
wh om h e receives th e swag th at is picked 
from th e pockets of visitors?

menseiy larger scale ?

Th ree y ears ago Ch arles W. Durant, of 
New-York, received from h is fath er’s estate 
a legacy of $350,000.

His

nt th e Fifth Avenue Th eatre. W h en th e play 
and th e actors were laugh ed out of town, h e 
followed th eir fortunes on a traveling tour. 
Th is cost h im $100,000 more. 
Th en h e fell 
into debt, and h is notes were protested. 
On Monday h e was brough t liefore Judge 
McAdam in supplementary proceedings, and 
swore th at all th e property owned by h im 


w h s a watch and ring, both presented by 
Miss Clay ton, and worth togeth er about $300. 
Durant h as a rich wife, wh o ow’ns an interest 
in h is deceased fath er’s sugar refinery , trans­ 
ferred to h er for a nominal consideration. 
Th e creditors are try ing to prove th at th e 
transfer was fraudulent and to h ave it set 
aside. 
But th ere is no doubt th at h is h and­ 
some fortune is almost entirely dissipated. 
It is a peculiar talent given to many rich 
y oung 
men 
to 
squander 
th e fortunes 
left th em by th eir th rifty and self-deny ing 
parents. 
Th us th eir money goes out among 
th e people to lx: gath ered into oth er h ands. 
Young Durant will probably be h appier wh en 
h is wealth is entirely gone, h is creditors give 
h im up as h opeless, and h e settles down to 
live in ease and with out responsibility upon 
th e wealth of h is wife. 
Th e h appy -go-lucky 
man is only h ampered by a fortune. 
Life is 
more congeuial with h im wh en h ecun earn 
enough by ph y sical toil to pay for th e drinks. 
Th en, at least, lie is not beset by bewitch ing 
actresses, or carried away by admiration tor 
silly dramas.

MORE ABOUT A N EW YORK STATESMAN. 


The New Y ork Sun, with the aid of In ­ 
spector By rocs, let loose tim m orniug another 
flood of information about IIou. Tim otliy J. 
Sullivan, Memlier of Assembly from the 
second New York district. 
It appears that 
this gentleman, who at Albany aunouuces his 
vocation to be that of undertaker, is a keeper 
of three saloons instead of two. 
In the 
“ pull ” by the police to which Mr. Sullivan’s 
business was subjected last Sunday, one of 
these places was overlooked, hence it may be 
assumed that Mr. Sullivan enjoyed a sulli 
cieut trade to pay expenses. 
But if these 
Sunday interruptions continue Mr. Sullivan 
can make himself even by starting a few 
more saloons. 
One of the strongest of Dem 
ocratic objections to high license has been 
that it would enable the wealthy to monopo­ 
lize the business. 
But here under our low 
license system a Democratic statesman is iter- 
milled to plant saloon after saloon, and to

Mr. Sullivan appears

Inspector Byrnes de­

The bill had passed

had stuck in the Judiciary Committee of the 
Senate lic-causc of Sullivau’s opposition. 
And Mr. Sullivan does not appear to have 
lieen backward in stating his objections.

Three years ago Charles W . D urant, of 
New-York, received from his father’s estate 
a legacy of $350,000. 
As soon as he had the 
money in his hands he hastened to the Stock 
Exchunge and purchased a scat therein Then 
he began a career of speculation which dis­ 
sipated the larger part of his fortune. 
His 
next investment was in the theatrical career 
of Miss Estelle Clayton, who was playing 
“ The Quick and tiie Dead ” to losing houses 
at the Fifth Avenue Theatre. W hen the play 
and the uctors were laughed out of town, he 
followed their fortunes on a traveling tour 
This cost him $100,000 more. 
Then he fell 
into debt, and his notes were protested. 
On Monday he was brought l>efore Judge 
McAdam in supplementary proceedings, and 
swore that all the property owned by him 
was a watch and ring, both presented by 
Miss Clayton, and worth together about $300. 
D urant has a rich wife, who owns an interest 
in his deceased father’s sugar refinery, trans­ 
ferred to her for a nominal consideration. 
The crellitors are trying to prove that the 
transfer was fraudulent and to have it set 
aside. 
But there is no doubt that bis hand­ 
some fortune is almost entirely dissipated.

BEFORE T H E SEN ATE CO M M ITTEE. 


C em en t C o m p a n ie s in U lster C o u n tv O p p o sed 
to P a ssa g e o f B ill. 
T he Senate Committee upon General Laws, 
on Tuesday afternoon, gave a hearing to the 
cem ent companies in Ulster County , who 
are opposed to the passage of the bill intro­ 
duced by Senator Linsou. on F ebruary 13, 
which provides for the appointm ent of a 
M ining Inspector, and prescribes his powers 
and dutie-’. 
T he bill provides for the ap­ 
pointm ent of a Mining Inspector by the Gov­ 
ernor with the advice and consent of the Sen­ 
ate, at a salary of $2,000 a y ear, and whose 
term of office shall lie three y ears, aud whose 
duty it shall be to visit and inspect all mines 
and rem enb quarries in the ¡state; to prose­ 
cute all violations of the act appointing him 
and makes his expenses to the am ount of not 
more $1,500 a State charge. 
It provides that 
it shall be the duty of the owneis, agents or 
lesees of mines and cement quarries to cause 
the same to be properly and substantially pil­ 
lared and tim bered wherever, in the opinion 
of

it 
is 
necessary , and 
provides 
that 
there 
shall 
bo 
at 
least 
one 
com petent 
man 
w ith 
one 
assistant to each face of a mine or quarry 
who shall act as blaster and who shall give 
proper w arnings when blasts are fired. There 
are various other provisious in the bill which 
further provide that any person who violates 
or omits to com ply with any of the provisions 
of the act shall be guilty of a m isdem eanor 
and punishable by fine or im prisonm ent. 
A. 
T. Clearwater of this City , appeared as the 
attorney for nine of the cement m anufactur­ 
ing companies doing business in Ulster Coun­ 
ty . and presented their reasons for opposing 
the bill. 
Hon. Jam es G. Lindsley , of the 
N ew ark Lime A 
Cement M anufacturing 
Com pany , and John Brodhead, of High 
Falls, representing F. (). Norton, were also 
present to oppose it. 
Two previous hearings 
had been had before the Committee, at which 
the persons interested in the passage of the 
bill were beard. 
The bill was introduced by 
Senator Linson at the request of some of his 
constituents.

BEFORE THE SENATE COM M ITTEE. 


C em en t C om pa tiles In U lster C oun ty O pposed 
to P a ssa g e o f B ill. 
The Senate Committee upon General Laws, 
on Tuesday afternoon, gave a hearing to the 
cement companies in Ulster County, who 
are opposed to the passage of the bill intro­ 
duced by Senator Linson, on February 13, 
which provides for the appointm eut of a 
Mining Inspector, and prescribes his powers 
and dutie=. 
The bill provides for the ap­ 
pointment of a Mining Inspector by the Gov­ 
ernor with the advice and consent of the Sen­ 
ate. at a salary of $ 2 ,0 0 0 a year, and whose 
term of office shall be three years, and whose 
duty it shall be to visit and inspect all mines 
and oemenh quarries in the State; to prose­ 
cute all violations of the act appointing him 
and makes his expenses to the amount of not 
more $ 1 ,500 a State charge. 
It provides that 
it shall lie the duty of the owneis. agents or 
lesees of mines and cement quarries to cause 
the same to lie properly and substantially pil­ 
lared and limbered wherever, in the opinion 
of 
the 
Inspector it 
is 
necessary, aud 
provides 
that 
there 
shall 
be 
at 
least 
one 
competent 
man 
with 
one 
assistant to each face of a mine or quarry 
who shall act as blaster and who shall give 
proper warnings when blasts are fired. There 
are various other provisions in the bill which 
further provide that any person who violates 
or omits to comply with any of the provisions 
of the act shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and punishable by fine or imprisonment. 
A. 
T. Clearwater of this City, appeared as the 
nttorney for nine of the cement m anufactur­ 
ing companies doing business in Ulster Coun­ 
ty. and presented their reasons for opposing 
the bill. 
Hon. Jam es G. Lindsley, of the 
Newark Lime A 
Cemcut M anufacturing 
Company, and John Brodliead, of High 
Falls, representing F. (). Norton, were also 
present to oppose it. 
Two previous hearings 
had been liad before the Committee, at which 
the persons interested in the passage of the 
bill were beard. 
The bill was introduced by 
Senator Linson at the request of some of bis 
constituents.

The bill provides for the ap­ 
pointment of u Mining Inspector bv the Gov­ 
ernor with Hie advice and consent of the Sen­ 
ate. at a salary of $2,000 a year, and whose 
term of office shall lie three years, and whose 
duty it shall be to visit and inspect all mines 
and t'emcnb quarries in the Mate; to prose­ 
cute all violations of the act appointing bim 
and makes his expenses lo the amount of not 
more $1 ,500 a State charge. 
It provides that 
it shall lie the duty of the ow net s. agents or 
lesees of mines and cement quarries to cause 
the same to tie properly and substantially pil­ 
lared and timbered wherever, in the opinion 
of

provides that there shall 
be

competent 
man 
with 
one 
assistant to each face of a mine or quurry 
who shall act as blaster ami who shall give 
proper warnings when blasts are tired.
